Ford  Madox  Ford,  The  Good  Soldier 
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It  wasn't  too  long  ago  when  people  around  Mt.  St. 
James  were  speaking  about  the  inevitable  de-emphasis 
in  athletics  which  was  to  occur  in  the  1970's.  Today, 
not  a  murmur  is  heard  about  such  a  reversal. 

It  took  the  school's  administration  six  years  to  re- 
cognize incompetence  in  the  front  office.  Jesuit 
schools  are  traditionally  slow-movers  when  it  comes  to 
perceiving  a  retrogression  in  athletics  and  making  a 
move  to  replace  a  weak  character.  Holy  Cross  was  no 
exception  here.  Last  April,  the  change  was  made.  Two 
appointments  were  announced  that  would  hopefully 
remedy  a  deteriorated  state  of  affairs  that  had  its  roots 
well  into  the  last  decade;  two  appointments  that  would 
re-establish  Holy  Cross'  reputation  as  a  major  Eastern 
Independent.  This  new  image  was  projected  in  areas 
that  include  legitamately  sized  staffs,  competitive  sala- 
ries on  long  term  contracts,  and  a  refusal  to  compete 
in  archaic  arenas  for  too  much  longer.  The  transition 
after  one  year  would  have  to  be  termed  a  success.  The 
men  summoned  to  the  rescue  were  Ron  Perry  and 
George  Blaney,  both  Holy  Cross  graduates,  relatively 
young,  and  previously  untested  as  major  college  de- 
cision-makers. The  short-term  goals  were  two  in  num- 
ber. Withdrawal  from  a  weak  Yankee  Conference  and 
a  commitment  for  an  athletic  center  on  the  school's 
campus.  Both  have  been  successfully  affected.  Dis- 
tinctions between  major  and  minor  sports  are  now 
clearer  than  ever.  A  strong  emphasis  on  basketball, 
football,  baseball,  and  track  is  now  evident  in  order 
to  compete  on  a  major  level,  with  hockey,  soccer,  and 
others  to  seek  out  their  own  levels  of  competition. 

The  record  of  the  year  just  past  has  not  been  a  mem- 
orable one.  But  a  handful  of  winning  teams  showed  up, 
with  football  the  most  notable  of  the  group.  Also,  the 


emergence  of  nationally  ranked  track  and  field  per- 
formers rekindled  an  interest  in  that  recently  forgotten 
pastime;  on  the  minus  side,  were  two  most  forget- 
table campaigns  in  baseball  and  basketball,  with  the 
worst  performance  in  modern  history  recorded  by 
both. 

With  all  of  this  in  mind  the  outlook  for  the  70's 
becomes  clearer.  In  opting  to  remain  a  major  Eastern 
Independent,  Holy  Cross  has  accepted  the  fact  that 
intercollegiate  athletics  is  a  business  proposition,  and 
is  ready  to  compete  for  the  big  dollar  with  the  others. 
The  desire  to  partake  in  "name"  Christmas  basketball 
tournaments  with  financial  guarantees,  as  well  as  the 
eleven-game  football  schedule  reflects  this  commit- 
ment. Inherent  in  this  is  a  continued  trust  in  athletic 
grants,  whose  numbers  will  soon  approach  ten  per  cent 
of  our  male  enrollment.  Consequently,  the  student- 
athletes  matriculating  here  will  continue  to  improve  as 
the  quality  of  our  personnel  and  facilities  do  so. 

In  summary,  the  transition  in  the  past  year  has  been 
both  shockingly  swift  and  effective,  as  a  new  admini- 
stration has  re-established  Holy  Cross  on  the  Eastern 
map.  As  we  leave  this  school  year,  there  seem  to  be  two 
prevailing  issues  of  eminent  importance  which  will 
find  resolution  in  the  coming  year.  In  this  land  of 
hockey-mania,  has  Holy  Cross  left  its  program  behind, 
in  the  depths  of  mediocrity,  which  seems  inevitable  on 
its  present  level?  And  Secondly,  the  formulation  of 
long-term  athletic  policy  now  stands  most  critically 
before  the  administration  and  athletic  council. 
The  future  cooperation,  or  lack  thereof,  between 
these  two  bodies  may  well  cause  some  very  intriguing 
yet  thorny  philosophical  conflicts. 
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Sometime  in  the  unforeseeable  future,  someone  for 
some  unknown  reason  is  bound  to  inquire  about  Holy 
Cross  football  in  the  year  1972  which,  by  that  time,  will 
have  been  neatly  condensed  into  a  small  box  in  the 
"Year  by  Year"  section  of  the  latest  Holy  Cross  foot- 
ball brochure:

A  scrupulous  person  would  note  that  the  football 
year  1972,  was  the  first  winning  season  at  Holy  Cross 
since  1966.  The  football  year  1972,  like  all  its  prede- 
cessors, will  eventually  become  nothing  more  than  a 
myriad  of  forgotten  names  and  trivial  numbers. 

However,  to  those  who  lived  the  football  year  1972  " 
there  will  remain  the  nebulous  memories  that  endure 
within  a  certain  category  of  remembrances  one  classi- 
fies as  "The  College  Years."  Typically,  there  is  always 
more  to  be  said  about  what  will  not  be  remembered 
from  the  football  year  1972  than  what  one  is  likely  to 
retain  over  a  period  of  years. 

Who  is  likely  to  remember  the  significance  of  the 
upset  win  over  Massachusetts  on  a  murky  Worcester 
afternoon,  something  like  28-16,  after  the  Crusaders 
gave  UMass  ten  points  in  the  first  ten  minutes?  Who  is 
likely  to  remember  that  during  the  1972  season  eight 
different  school  records  were  broken  and  two  others 
were  tied;  However,  certainly  in  the  coming  years, 
there  will  be  new  records  set  that  inevitably  become 
old  records.  Four  of  the  "new"  records  belong  to  se- 
nior fullback  Joe  Wilson  who  this  year  became  Holy 
Cross's  premier  running  back  by  setting  new  marks  for 
career  rushing  attempts  (368)  and  yardage  (2,350)  as 
well  as  single  game  marks  (34  attempts,  274  yards  vs. 
Rutgers).  Nowhere  in  the  record  book  is  there  men- 
tion of  the  fact  that  Wilson  also  missed  two  games  with 
a  gimpy  ankle  that  cost  him  a  chance  to  become  the 
first  1,000  yard  rusher  in  HC  football  history. 

However,  when  you  stop  and  think  about  it,  who  is 
likely  to  remember  Joe  Wilson  from  the  football  year 
1972,  because  this  season  past  will  be  remembered  as 
the  year  John  Provost  was  proclaimed  a  third  team  ail- 
American    by    the    Associated    Press.    Provost,    in    his 
sophomore    season,    led    the    nation    in    interception 
average  with  nine  interceptions  in  ten  games,  jt  was 
Provost  who  blocked  a  punt  and  ran  it  back  to  help 
defeat  Brown;  it  was  Provost  who  intercepted  three 
passes  in  the  final  five  minutes  in  a  comeback  win  over 
Connecticut.^ 

It  would  be  futile  to  dwell  too  long  on  the  sundry 
events  of  the  football  year  1972  and  those  that  made 
them  happen,  for  that  season  now  exists  as  a  neat  little 
epitaph,  buried  in  an  obscure  section  of  a  football 
brochure.  There  is  little  room  for  the  subjective,  of 
what  the  football  year  1972  could  have  been.  Nowhere 
will  it  be  mentioned  that  the  record  could  easily  have 
been  7-3,  considering  that  there  were  three  losses  de- 
cided by  less  than  ten  points,  and  that  last  minute  tie 
against  Colgate  which  felt  very  much  like  another  loss. 

Nowhere  will  it  be  mentioned  that  the  football  year 
1972  possible  marked,  if  nothing  else,  a  new  era  of 
optimism  within  an  athletic  program  that  heretofore 
had  existed  beneath  an  ignominious  aura  of  defeatism 
and  incompetence.

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There's  an  old  adage  that  goes,  "If  you  don't  have 
anything  nice  to  say,  don't  say  anything  at  all."  Un- 
fortunately for  mediocre  sports  teams,  this  adage  runs 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  journalism. 

So  what  do  you  say  about  the  losingest  hoop  team  in 
Holy  Cross  history?  You  say  they  had  a  lot  of  problems, 
a  lot  of  problems.  There  were  problems  with  person- 
alities. All  of  these  combined  to  destroy  the  morale  of 
the  Crusader  cagers,  a  situation  not  uncommon  with 
most  9-17  clubs.  While  off-the  court-occurrences 
generally  have  a  direct  affect  on  what  happens  on  the 
hardwood,  and  probably  best  explain  the  "why?"  of  a 
season,  the  actual  play  of  HC  in  this  dismal  campaign 
leaves  plenty  to  complain  about.  Still,  the  antics  of 
freshman  King  Gaskins,  who  missed  practice  twice  (not 
to  mention  tardiness)  and  was  suspended,  and  senior 
tri-captain  Gene  Doyle,  who  missed  practice  with 
"more  acceptable"  excuses  and  wasn't,  can't  be  ig- 
nored. They  certainly  weren't  forgotten  —  at  least  by 
the  players.  First  year  coach  George  Blaney's  handling 
of  this  and  other  team  matters  did  not  meet  with  the 
favor  of  some  of  the  players. 

the  72-73  Purple  basketball  seemed,  at  least  on  paper, 
and  certainly  during  several  games,  to  be  a  superior 
squad.  The  Cross  was  once  again  expected  to  be  an  NIT 
contender,  and  the  excitement  of  the  winter  was  to  see 
whether  or  not  a  new  coach  could  guide  them  to  vic- 
tory through  the  last  few  perilous  contests  and  reverse 
the  annual  disintegration  of  post-season  tourney 
dreams.  Under  Blaney,  an  ex-Crusader  basketball  great 
himself,  it  was  hoped  the  Crusader  five  would  win  the 
"big  games."  As  it  turned  out,  they  couldn't  even  win 
the  small  ones,  losing  to  such  basketball  unknowns  as 
New  Hampshire  and  Seton  Hall.  Starting  off  on  the 
wrong  foot,  HC  bowed  to  Dartmouth.  Against  nation- 
ally-ranked Missouri,  the  Cross  was  knocked  off  in 
Knoxville,  Tennessee  by  the  refs  (so  the  story  goes) 
and  had  a  right  to  feel  crushed,  but  not  a  license  to 
surrender.  But  they  surrendered  the  consolation  bout 
of  the  Volunteer  Classic,  as  well  as  the  next  five  of  six 
matches.  Hope  for  a  break-even  season  flickered  when 
HC  won  their  next  four  and  played  their  two  finest 
games  back-to-back  against  BC  at  Roberts  Center  and 
against  Assumption  in  the  Hounds'  cross-town  jungle. 

At  this  point,  the  Crusaders  lapsed  into  unconscious- 
ness, nosediving  into  a  nine  game  losing  streak  which 
wasn't  reversed  until  the  season  finale  shoot-out 
against  Rhode  Island,  a  fantastic  contest  which  was 
won  119-117  on  a  last  second  30  footer  by  Gaskins. 
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HOCKEY 


You  have  observed  the  scene  before.  Here  is  our 
hero,  perched  on  top  of  his  trusty  steed,  ready  to  begin 
yet  another  race.  The  bell  rings,  the  gate  opens,  and 
the  horse  decides  to  take  a  siesta.  But,  everything  turns 
out  alright  in  the  end,  like  a  true  Walt  Disney  movie 
would.  The  horse  decides  that  he'll  make  a  go  of  it 
after  all,  and  with  a  mighty  burst,  a  few  hi-ho  Silvers 
and  a  lot  of  imagination,  the  horse  wins. 

Well,  much  the  same  can  be  said  of  the  1972-73  Holy 
Cross  hockey  season.  After  a  disasterous  4-16  record  a 
year  ago,  this  was  to  be  the  year.  The  gate  opens,  the 
team  flounders  before  the  first  stretch,  losing  five 
straight  games  after  an  opening  triumph  over  Fairfield. 
The  season  at  that  point  loomed  as  an  exact  replica 
of  the  71-72  version,  during  which  the  Crusaders  lost 
nine  games  at  one  stretch. 

However,  all  of  a  sudden  things  began  to  turn 
around.  First  there  was  a  victory  over  Amherst,  the 
first  in  three  years.  Senior  center  Rich  Pelletier  led  the 
way  with  a  hat  trick,  firmly  establishing  himself  as  the 
man  who  got  things  done  for  Holy  Cross.  During  the 
campaign,  Pelletier  became  the  fourth  player  to  score 
100  or  more  career  points.  He  collected  54  points  for 
the  year,  a  2.70  point  per  game  average. 

From  that  point  on,  as  the  Rich  Pelletier-Mike 
LaVigne-Jay  McGovern  line  went,  so  went  the  fortunes 
of  Holy  Cross  hockey.  LaVigne  scored  41  points  on  the 


year,  while  McGovern  added  39  points.  These  three 
individuals  accounted  for  almost  one-half  of  HC's  132 
goals  scored  this  season,  which  was  an  all-time  record. 
Center  Steve  Daly  had  46  points  this  year,  upping  his 
career  mark  to  90  points,  putting  him  in  fifth  place 
among  all-time  scorers. 

However,  the  horse  race  still  had  a  long  way  to  go. 
There  were  three  frustrating  losses  in  succession  to 
Lowell  Tech,  UConn,  and  New  Haven,  all  by  two  goals. 
Against  New  Haven,  though,  the  season  turned  around. 
The  Crusaders  out-shot  and  out-played  them,  but 
failed  to  out-luck  them. 

MIT  and  Trinity  were  victories.  Although  nothing 
short  of  divine  intervention  could  have  aided  HC 
against  Merrimack,  the  team  rebounded  with  four 
more  wins,  bringing  the  record  from  3-8  all  the  way 
to  9-9. 

However,  here  is  where  the  Disney  dream  faded, 
and  where  the  horse  race  became  all  too  real  once 
again.  The  horse  floundered,  losing  three  of  the  final 
games,  the  last  a  particularly  aggrivating  one,  a  loss  to 
Worcester  State  in  the  one  game  that  made  the  dif- 
ference in  the  season.  A  win  and  it  would  have  been 
12-11  and  a  Disney  dream  come  true.  It  was  a  loss,  com- 
plete with  two  power  failures  supplied  by  the  city  of 
Worcester,  and  it  was  11-12.  The  dream  must  wait  for 
another  time.
